3. I have not sent any emails that has harassed anyone from my Shanpanigrahi3000 @gmail.com 
account: hundreds appear to have been sent to people involved with the organisation Victims of 
Panigrahi Association but clearly my Shanpanigrahi3000@gmail.com account was highjacked to get 
me into legal difficulties with the Central London County Court in respect of Claim E35YM660. 

4. My shanpanigrahi@yahoo.co.uk was bastardised by trolls and criminals so I could not send out 
any emails from this Account and had to abandon it a year ago.

Since the law separates legal matters into criminal law (violations of the functionality of the State in 
relation to its Constitution) and civil law (violation of personal rights to not being harassed or 
intimidated or stalked etc), being Stateless I cannot be prosecuted by the Kent Police in relation to 
the attached summons served on me. 


But as a person who has social duties, rights, obligations to others, if you do feel that I have 
personally offended you in any manner since I joined the Conservative and Unionist Party and then 
left the Party, I am ready to see your evidence of what has happened in this regard since the Police 
read out approximately 27 of those documents to me over two interviews that took place. 


In this regard the precedence has already been set in my civil claim against Mrs Theresa May when

In May 2021 further allegations were made to the Defendant's 
officers. The allegations were that the Claimant was stalking and harassing an individual. An 
investigation began into all of the allegations. 

7. Initially it was determined that it would be disproportionate to take further action against the 
Claimant as the victim did not feel under threat and considered that the Claimant's mental health 
might be the root cause of his behaviour. However, the Claimant continued to send further 
emails to the victim. In those circumstances the investigation was restated. In due course the 
Claimant was interviewed under caution (having attended voluntarily) and certain electronic 
devices were seized from him.

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8. The Defendant's officers are still waiting for a forensic analysis to be completed of the 
Claimant's electronic devices. Once that process is complete it is envisaged that the matter will 
be referred to the Crown Prosecution Service for them to determine whether or not to charge 
the Claimant with a criminal offence. 

9. Following the interviews conducted with the Claimant he has sent a large number of emails to 
Kent Police and made calls to Kent Police on 101. 

10. The Defendant received a sealed Claim Form in this matter on 19th May 2022. The Defendant 
has also received an application for an injunction and a notice of issue. Surprisingly, the notice 
of issue (which I produce and exhibit to this statement as exhibit OS/1) is marked ‘non money 
claim’ and gives the name of the Defendant as “Hugh Pughesley”.

THE DEFENDANT'S POSITION 

The Claim Form is incoherent. 

6. CPR PD 3A 411.4 — 1.5 provide that: 

The following are examples of cases where the court may conclude that particulars of 

claim (whether contained in a claim form or filed separately) fall within rule 3.4(2)(a): 

(1) those which set out no facts indicating what the claim is about, for example ‘Money 

owed £5000’, 

(2) those which are incoherent and make no sense, 

(3) those which contain a coherent set of facts but those facts, even if true, do not 

disclose any legally recognisable claim against the defendant. 

A claim may fall within rule 3.4(2)(b) where it is vexatious, scurrilous or obviously illfounded. 

7. In this instance the Claim Form and/or the OS/3 contain a series of bare assertions of unlawful 
conduct on the Defendant’s part, without any particularity. OS/3 is accompanied by a reference 
to a blog post. Even if it were permissible for a claimant to plead a case by reference to material 
appearing elsewhere (which, of course, it is not) the content of that blog post takes matters no

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further. The Defendant is still left with no detail as to the facts relied upon by the Claimant and 
no explanation as to how any cause of action is said to have arisen. 

8. Indeed, given that all that the Claim really sets out is a broad allegation of conspiracy (with no 
supporting facts or details mentioned) it can properly be characterised as scurrilous and 
vexatious such that it also falls to be struck out as an abuse of process. 

The claim has no merit 

9. The Claimant’s principle goal (per his application for injunctive relief) appears to be an order 
that the Defendant’s officers stop investigating him. This is, needless to say, not an order that 
the County Court would make. In truth the Claimant is seeking a quashing order or mandatory 
order of a type that would more properly be available in the High Court in the course of a 
judicial review. It follows that even if the Claimant’s case was coherent and particularised, he 
would still have no reasonable grounds for bringing the claim in this manner. 

Conduct 

10. In the current edition of the White Book (13.4.3) the editors explain: 

Although the term “abuse of the court's process” is not defined in the rules or practice 
direction, it has been explained in another context as “using that process for a purpose 

or in a way significantly different from its ordinary and proper use” (Attorney General v 

Barker [2000] 1 F.L.R. 759, DC, per Lord Bingham of Cornhill, Lord Chief Justice). The 
categories of abuse of process are many and are not closed. 

11. In principle vexatious conduct and using the process of litigation to indulge in offensive 
correspondence is capable of falling within Lord Bingham's formulation. 
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12. The content of exhibit OS/6, and the Claimant purported discontinuance of the claim followed 
by his reinstating it and accusing me of ‘deceit’ speak for themselves. The Court should conclude 
that the Claimant is pursuing this litigation in a manner that amounts to an abuse of process 

such that the Claim ought to be struck out.

13. The Claimant's Particulars of Claim do not contain a concise statement of the facts upon which 
he relies (contrary to CPR 16.2) and are not supported by a compliant statement of truth 
(contrary to CPR Pt 22). His Claim Form does not set out a ‘concise statement as to the nature 

of the Claim’ (contrary to CPR 16.2). He has also sought to plead a case by reference to 
documents located on the internet. 

14. In the circumstances the Claimant's failure to follow rules and practice directions is so profound, 
and denies the Defendant any knowledge of what the case is actually about, that strike out is 
justified pursuant to CPR 3.4(2)(c). 

Summary Judgment 

15. The matters referred to at paragraphs 116 — 9 (above) also fulfil the test for Summary Judgment. 
Should the Court consider that the test for strike out is not met, it would nevertheless be right 

for summary judgment to be entered. 

CONCLUSION 

16. In all the circumstances the Claim Form disclose no reasonable grounds for bringing the claim 
and the Claimant has no prospect of success. The claim should be summarily dismissed and the 
Claimant ordered to pay the Defendant's costs.

Lace Mawer LLP and the use of the term “partner” should not be construed as indicating that the 
individuals so designated have entered into partnership (within the meaning of the Partnership 

Act 1890) with all or any of the individuals so designated or with any individuals and Berrymans Lace 
Mawer LLP. Berrymans Lace Mawer LLP is certified to Information Security Standard ISO 

27001 (BSI certificate IS589484) and Lexcel, The Law Society of England and Wales's Practice 
Management Standard. 

This letter is intended to set out our employees’ case under the Protection from Harassment Act 
1997 (“the PHA”) and the Malicious Communications Act 1988 (“the MCA”) and to give you notice of 
our intention to make an application to the High Court in London on their behalf for an injunction to 
prohibit you from continuing your campaign if you do not agree to bring it to an end immediately. 
This letter of claim is written pursuant to the Pre-Action Protocol for Media and Communications 
Claims which we attach for your ease of reference. 


Background 
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As you are aware, on 19 May 2022 we wrote to you by post (at 3 Hoath Lane, Wigmore, Gillingham, 
Kent ME8 OSL) confirming that we are instructed by the Chief Constable of Kent Police (“Kent 
Police”). We served a Notice of Acting and an Acknowledgement of Service form in relation to 
proceedings that you have brought against Kent Police. 

On 24 May 2022 there was an exchange of emails between you and ourselves. The emails from you 
were all sent from your email address shantanupanigrahi@yahoo.com. Those emails are 
summarised below: 

1. at 13:03 you sent an email guestioning whether we were instructed by Kent Police in relation to 
your claim and your application for an injunction against Kent Police; 

2. at 13:09 we emailed you confirming that we are instructed on behalf of the Chief Constable of 
Kent Police; 

3. at 13:20 you emailed professional.ethics@sra.org.uk alleging that we had fraudulently 
represented to you that we act for Kent Police and that you would make a complaint against us for 
doing so;

LETTER OF CLAIM 

This letter of claim is written in relation to a campaign of harassment against BLM's employees the 
main component of which has been unwanted, offensive and threatening communications that they 
have received since 25 May 2022.

4. at 13:31 you emailed us seeking confirmation that we were acting for Kent Police in relation to 
your claim and your application for an injunction against Kent Police; 

5. at 14:16 we emailed you confirming receipt of the email that you had sent to us at 07:54 that day 
(in which you confirmed your intention to withdraw your application for an injunction and your 
claim against Kent Police); 

6. at 15:13 you sent an email to us stating that you were withdrawing the complaint that you had 
made about us to the Solicitors Regulation Authority and confirming that you had not withdrawn 
your complaint against Kent Police. 


The campaign 

Following our exchange of communications with you on 24 May 2022 (at your email address 
shantanupanigrahi@yahoo.com) we received several emails which purport to be written on your 
behalf, and which refer to your claim against Kent Police. Those emails were sent to us from the 
address nobody@dizum.com which is a server that we understand is used to receive and send 
messages anonymously. 

The emails sent to us since 25 May 2022 from the address nobody@dizum.com have caused our 
employees alarm and distress. 
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We set out below (by way of example) some of those emails as evidence of the campaign of 
harassment against our employees and ourselves (and reserve the right to include additional 
evidence of the campaign against our employees and ourselves, should this be necessary). 

On 25 May 2022 at 08:03 we received an email from the address nobody@dizum.com “On Behalf of 
Shantanu Panigrahi” entitled ‘Final proceedings and choice for Orla’. The email was also sent to 
erteam1@bp.com; 

Fk@TheChambersofFKhan.co.uk; shantanupanigrahi@yahoo.com and 

shanpanigrahi3000 @gmail.com. The email makes allegations against our employee of deceit, fraud, 
perverting the course of justice and threatens that professional disciplinary action will be taken 
against our employee. The email also states: 

“You have one opportunity to prevent this, and that is, before the end of this month, you agree to an 
assignation with me to perform a basic heterosexual function to my satisfaction. | have a very big 
danda and repeats you yourself will seek. | suggest the Travelodge at Kings Cross to minimise the 
time spent by you, a busy lady. Or else I can easily arrange for the kutia to be absent and we can use 
by 1st floor basement, Rom D at Shanti Niwas. It is your choice...Take this decision wisely...Which is it 
to be, madam, prosecution or prostitution?” 

On 28 May 2022 at 06:15 we received an email from nobody@dizum.com ‘on behalf of: Shantanu 
Panigahi' (which was also sent to shantanupanigrahi@yahoo.com and 

shanpanigrahi3000 @gmail.com). The email states that: 

“...Orla must comply with my demands and reguirements professional and personal or she will be 
taken to jail. For the personal part I may accept a substitute who meets my reguirements. Please 
forward me your own photograph I could not find one online...”. 

On 28 May 2022 at 23:49 we received an email from nobody@dizum.com ‘on behalf of Shantanu 
Panigrahi' (which was also sent to katie.marshall-bailey@TLTsolicitors.com; 
contactcentre@sra.org.uk; vex.litigation@governmentlegal.gov.uk and 

shanpanigrahi3000 @gmail.com). The email states that: 

“| generously and fairly offer Orla or a substitute who meets my exacting requirements, one very 
final opportunity to satisfy me...”. 

3 On 29 May 2022 at 11:43 we received an email from nobody@dizum.com (which was also sent to 
orlascanlan@gmail.com; shantanupanigrahi@yahoo.com; shanpanigrahi3000@gmail.com). The 
email states 

that: 

“ ...l pay you one hundred thousand in cash in the manner you nominate, confidentially. In return, 
you will surrender your body for my use for agreed periods...Do not delay because I will also 
approach Stephanie Harrison. You will know...if you don't cooperate it will not go well for you”. 

On 31 May 2022 at 07:47 we received an email from nobody@dizum.com ‘on behalf of: Shantanu 
Panigrahi’ (which was also sent to electoralservices@medway.gov.uk; peter? peteredwardslaw.com 
and shantanupanigrahi@yahoo.com). The email states that: 

“...the failings of this Orla who deliberately committed a racial discrimination against me...Her career 
is over...this Orla X is a criminal stooge...fails to meet the professional standards set for solicitors...| 
could have got your address too and made it a pleasant spontaneous surprise for you...l covertly 
obtained your photograph, Geri. 

I so declare that I have no further interest in Scanman but I intend to attend at your home premises 
to conclude our transaction...l hope all that is clearly understand and look forward to engaging with 
you and not have to waste my time cloaking my communication with you, Geri”. 

The legal position We have reported the campaign of harassment against our employees and 
ourselves to the Police. 

Your campaign has harassed our employees in the most distressing way possible. It is clear that you 
intend to cause severe alarm and distress to our employees. 

Your conduct amounts to a serious criminal offence, including offences under the MCA and the PHA 
(which gives rise to both civil and criminal liability). This means that your conduct could lead to a 
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police investigation, prosecution and, ultimately, to your imprisonment. Harassment is a course of 
conduct, targeted at another person, which is calculated to (and does) cause that person alarm, fear 
or distress. In essence there must be conduct which occurs on at least two occasions, which 

is calculated in an objective sense to cause alarm or distress and which is objectively judged to be 
oppressive and unacceptable. What is oppressive and unacceptable may depend on the context in 
which the conduct occurs, and a line is to be drawn between conduct which is unattractive and 
unreasonable and conduct which “torments” the victim or is “of an order which would sustain 
criminal liability”. Your relentless pursuit of our employees via emails which contain indecent and 
grossly offensive messages and your threats to attend the home of one of our employees is plainly 
aimed at harassing our employees and is egually plainly oppressive. 

It is indisputable that your conduct in sending the communications to us was not reasonable. There 
is no justification for it and there is plainly no defence available under the PHA. 

In addition to giving rise to civil liability, the sending of the communications to us is a criminal 
offence under section 1 of the MCA. The MCA provides that any person who sends to another 
person any article or electronic communication which is, in whole or in part, a threat, is guilty of an 
offence if the purpose, or one of the purposes, in sending it is that it should cause distress or anxiety 
to the recipient or to any other person to whom he intends that it (or its contents or nature) should 
be communicated. 

The content of the emails we have received from you amounts, by any measure, to a threat and it is 
clear that your intention or purpose in sending the communications to us were to cause anxiety and 
distress to our employees. In some cases, offences, under the MCA may be punishable by 
imprisonment.

In the event that you deny that you are responsible for sending the emails to us from 
nobody@dizum.com we give you notice that we will consider making an application to the High 
Court to obtain a Norwich Pharmacal 

Order against “dizum.com” to disclose any identifying information to us in relation to the user who 
registered the account nobody@dizum.com. 

We also reserve the right to seek an order that your computers be inspected to establish that you 
have sent the emails concerned. 

In addition, we will draw the attention of the court to the extremely unlikely prospect that the 
emails have been sent by anyone other than you: 

1. It is plainly inconceivable that a third party has taken the trouble to hack into your email account 
and has set up a dizum account solely for the purpose of securing an in depth knowledge of your 
claim against our client and for the purpose of harassing our employees and ourselves. 

2. In contrast, it in entirely conceivable that you have launched the campaign yourself and are 
deliberately seeking to intimidate and distress employees of the law firm that is representing your 
opponents in court proceedings. 

3. You are already under investigation for identical offences. 

4. It would be extraordinary if, knowing that your email account had been hacked, you had not taken 
any steps (such as changing your password) to prevent any third party securing further access to 
your account. In such circumstances there is no prospect of the third party having continued access 
to your email account and the information within it. 

5. Equally, it would have been straightforward for you to set up a new email account. 

6. No reasonable person, knowing that their email account had been accessed by a third party, 
would continue to use that account without taking such steps (or similar steps) and they would 
certainly not 

continue to deal with sensitive matters (such as court proceedings) using a compromised account. 
7. The emails that form the campaign contain references to material that it is reasonable to conclude 
is only known by you and would not be known by a third party even if they had access to your email 
account. 
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What happens next 

Proceedings will be brought against you for harassment if you do not now agree to provide us with 
an undertaking not to pursue a course of conduct, incite, abet, or encourage any other person to 
pursue a course of conduct which amounts to harassment of our employees contrary to the 
Protection from Harassment Act 1997. 

At this point in time, we will not seek an apology, damages or legal costs from you but if you 
continue with your campaign of harassment, either directly or indirectly, proceedings will be 
commenced seeking an injunction, damages and costs. 

Needless to say, a finding of civil (or criminal) liability against you will be a matter which will have 
serious repercussions for you, and you could be fined or imprisoned. 

We urge you to take specialist legal advice in relation to this matter as you appear, quite wrongly, to 
believe that you can pursue a campaign ‘anonymously’ against our employees.

This matter is urgent and we require a response by 4.30pm on 7 June 2022 failing which we reserve 
the right to commence proceedings without further notice to you.

1 Introduction 

1.1 This Pre-Action Protocol was updated after a consultation following the formation of the Media 
and Communications 

List in 2017. It now applies to cases within the scope of CPR rule 53.1: all cases involving claims in 
defamation, misuse of private information, data protection law or harassment by publication, and 
claims in breach of confidence and malicious falsehood which arise from publication or threatened 
publication by the print or broadcast media, online, on social media, or in speech. 

1.2 This Protocol is intended to encourage exchange of information between parties at an early 
stage and to provide a clear framework within which parties to a media and communications claim, 
acting in good faith, can explore the early and appropriate resolution of that claim. 

1.3 The courts will treat the standards set out in this Protocol as the normal reasonable approach for 
parties to a media and communications claim. Therefore, the courts will expect parties to have 
complied with this Protocol in good time before proceedings are issued. Should a claim proceed to 
litigation, the extent to which this Protocol has been followed by the parties will assist the court in 
dealing with liability for costs and making other orders. 

1.4 There are important features which distinguish defamation claims and other media and 
communications cases from other areas of civil litigation, and these must be borne in mind when 
both applying, and reviewing the application of, the Pre-Action Protocol. In particular, time is 
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frequently ‘of the essence’ in defamation and other publication claims; the limitation period is 
(uniquely) only 1 year in defamation and malicious falsehood cases, and often, a Claimant will be 
seeking an immediate correction and/or apology as part of the process of restoring his/her 
reputation. 


Litigants in Person 

If a party to the claim does not have a legal representative they should still, in so far as reasonably 
possible, fully comply with this Protocol. 

If a party to a claim becomes aware that another party is a litigant in person, they should send a 
copy of this Protocol to the litigant in person at the earliest opportunity

2 Aims of the Protocol 

2.1 The aims of this Protocol are to enable the parties to prospective claims to: 

(a) understand and properly identify the issues in dispute and to share information and relevant 
documents; 

(b) make informed decisions as to whether and how to proceed; 

(c) try to settle the dispute without proceedings or reduce the issues in dispute; 

(d) avoid unnecessary expense and control the costs of resolving the dispute; and 

(e) support the efficient management of proceedings where court proceedings cannot be avoided. 
Proportionality 

2.2 In formulating both the Letter of Claim and Response and in taking any subseguent steps, the 
parties should act reasonably to keep costs proportionate to the nature and gravity of the case and 
the stage the complaint has reached. 

3 Pre-action protocols for Media and Communications List causes of action 

3.1 Letter of Claim 

The Claimant should notify the Defendant of his/her claim in writing at the earliest reasonable 
opportunity. 

In respect of all causes of action falling within the Media and Communications List, the Claimant 
should include the following information: 

name of Claimant; 

the nature of and basis for the entitlement to the remedies sought by the Claimant; 

any facts or matters relevant to England and Wales being the most appropriate forum for the 
dispute; and details of any funding arrangement in place. 

3.2 Letter of Claim (Defamation, Slander and Malicious Falsehood) 

The Letter of Claim should additionally include the following information— 

sufficient details to identify the specific publication which contained the statement complained of; 
the statement complained of and, if known, the date of publication; where possible, a copy or 
transcript of the statement complained of should be enclosed and, in the case of slander, where and 
in what circumstances as far as known the statement complained of was spoken; 

the imputation the Claimant contends was conveyed by the statement complained of; 

factual inaccuracies or unsupportable comment within the statement complained of; the Claimant 
should give a sufficient explanation to enable the Defendant to appreciate why the statement is 
inaccurate or unsupportable; 

for defamation claims, how or why the Claimant says that the statement complained of has caused 
or is likely to cause serious harm for the purposes of section 1 Defamation Act 2013 including, when 
the Claimant is a body that trades for profit, such details

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as are available of the nature and value of the serious financial loss which the Claimant says has 
been caused or is likely to be caused by publication of the statement complained of; 

for slander or malicious falsehood claims, how or why the Claimant says that publication of the 
statement complained of has caused, or is likely to cause, special damage or pecuniary loss, or why 
publication of the statement is actionable without proof of actual loss; and, in malicious falsehood 
claims an outline of the Claimant's case with regard to malice. 

where relevant, the Letter of Claim should also include— 

any facts or matters which make the Claimant identifiable from the statement complained of; and, 
details of any special facts relevant to the interpretation of the statement complained of and/or any 
particular damage caused by the statement complained of. 

3.3 Letter of Claim (Privacy, Breach of Confidence) 

The Letter of Claim should additionally include the following information— 

the information or categories of information which is claimed to constitute confidential information 
or in respect of which the Claimant is said to have a reasonable expectation of privacy; 

sufficient details to identify the publication or proposed publication containing the relevant 
information; 

details of the circumstances giving rise to confidentiality or a reasonable expectation of privacy (in 
breach of confidence or misuse of private information claims respectively); 

why the information is claimed to constitute information in respect of which the Claimant has a 
reasonable expectation of privacy or confidential information of a nature that should not be 
published or continued to be published, including details of any damage or distress suffered or 
anticipated, where an interim non-disclosure order 

or final non-disclosure order to restrain publication is sought; and, 

in claims for misuse of private information, why it is claimed that the Claimant's right to private and 
family life outweighs the right to freedom of expression; in respect of confidential information, in so 
far as known, the extent to which the information is already in the public domain; the nature and 
any available details of any particular damage caused or likely to be caused by the publication, 
proposed publication or processing complained of. 

When, at the time of sending the letter of claim, the Claimant intends to make an application for 
dispensation from the reguirements of CPR PD16 (Statements of Case) with a view to bringing 
his/her claim anonymously, this should be indicated in the letter of claim, which should also give an 
indication of the basis upon which any application would be made. Any response from the 
Defendant should be provided to the Court upon an application. 

3.4 Defendant's Response to Letter of Claim 

Letter of Claim (Data Protection) 

The Letter of Claim should additionally include the following information— 

any further information necessary to identify the data subject; 

the data controller to which the claim is addressed; 

the information or categories of information which is claimed to constitute personal data including, 
where necessary, 

the information which is said to constitute sensitive personal data or to fall within a special category 
of personal data; 

sufficient details to identify the relevant processing; 

the identification of the duty or duties which are said to have been breached and details of the 
manner in which they are said to have been breached, including any positive case on behalf of the 
Claimant; 

why the personal data ought not to be processed/further processed, if applicable; 

the nature and any available details as to any particular damage caused or likely to be caused by the 
processing/breach of duty complained of; and 

Where a representative data protection claim is intended to be brought on behalf of data subjects, 
the letter of claim should also: set out the nature of the entity which intends to bring the claim and 
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explain how it fulfils the relevant suitability criteria — see Article 80 of the General Data Protection 
regulation (GDPR); include details of the data 6/1/22, 2:45 PM Pre-action Protocol for Media and 
Communications Claims - Civil Procedure Rules 
https://www.justice.gov.uk/courts/procedure-rules/civil/protocol/prot_def 4/5 

subjects on whose behalf the claim would be brought; and, confirmation that they have mandated 
the representative body to represent them and receive compensation, where applicable. 

3.5 Letter of Claim (Harassment where the course of conduct includes publication) 

The Letter of Claim should include the following— 

sufficient details about the course of conduct which is claimed to constitute harassment, including 
sufficient details to identify the publication(s) or proposed publication(s) forming part of the course 
of conduct; 

how or why the Claimant says that the course of conduct amounts to harassment, including, if 
relevant how or why it has caused, or is likely to cause, alarm or distress; and 

where relevant, how or why and in what amount the Claimant says that the course of conduct has 
caused financial loss. 

3.6 Defendant's Response to Letter of Claim 

The Defendant should provide a full response to the Letter of Claim, as soon as reasonably possible. 
If the Defendant 

believes that he/she will be unable to respond within 14 days (or such shorter time limit as specified 
in the Letter of Claim), 

then he/she should specify the date by which he/she intends to respond. 

3.7 The Response should include the following— 

whether or to what extent the Claimant's claim is accepted, whether more information is reguired 
or whether it is rejected; 

if the claim is accepted in whole or in part, the Defendant should indicate which remedies it is willing 
to offer; if more information is reguired, then the Defendant should specify precisely what 
information is needed to enable the claim to be dealt with and why; 

if the claim is rejected, then the Defendant should explain the reasons why it is rejected, including a 
sufficient indication of any statutory exemptions or facts on which the Defendant is likely to rely in 
support of any substantive defence; 

in a defamation or malicious falsehood claim, the defamatory or false imputation(s) the Defendant 
contends was conveyed 

by the statement complained of, if any; and 

where the Claimant to a proposed action has indicated his/her intention to make an application to 
bring the claim anonymously, the Defendant should indicate whether the Defendant accepts such an 
order would be appropriate and give an indication of the basis for the Defendant's position. 

3.8 Settlement and Alternative Dispute Resolution 

Court proceedings should be a last resort. The parties should consider whether some form of 
alternative dispute resolution 

(ADR) procedure might enable them to settle their dispute without commencing court proceedings, 
and if so, endeavour to agree which form to adopt. 

Although ADR is not compulsory, the court will expect the parties to have considered ADR. A party's 
refusal to engage with ADR (including its failure to respond to an invitation to participate in ADR) 
might be considered unreasonable by the court and could lead to the court ordering that party to 
pay additional costs. 

3.9 Some of the options for resolving disputes without commencing proceedings are— 

(a) without prejudice discussions and negotiations between the parties; 

(b) mediation — a form of facilitated negotiation assisted by an independent neutral third party;;

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(c) early neutral evaluation (ENE) - a third party giving an informed opinion on the dispute (for 
example, a lawyer experienced in the field of defamation or an individual experienced in the subject 
matter of the claim); and 

(d) reference to a press regulator established to deal with complaints from members of the public 
about the editorial content of newspapers and magazines or an arbitration scheme operated by such 
a regulator. 

3.10 CPR Part 36 (Offers to Settle) permits claimants and defendants to make offers to settle before 
and after proceedings have been issued. The parties should consider if it is appropriate to make a 
Part 36 Offer before proceedings are issued. If such an offer is made, the party making the offer 
must supply sufficient evidence and/or information to enable the offer to 

be properly considered. 

The defendant may make an offer to settle a defamation action through the offers to amend 
procedure under sections 2 — 

4 of the Defamation Act 1996. This procedure requires the defendant to make an offer to publish an 
apology or a redaction statement. The defendant may also be required to pay damages and costs to 
the claimant. 

Stocktake 

3.11 Where the procedure set out in this Protocol has not resolved the dispute between the parties, 
they should undertake a further review of their respective positions. The parties should consider the 
state of the papers and the evidence in order to see if proceedings can be avoided and, at the least, 
narrow the issues between them which can assist efficient case 

management.

In respect of the Hearing announced at Medway County Court on 27 October 2022 at 10.00 am to 
consider the actions of Kent Police and MI5 over the past decade of highly corrupt practices through 
lately BLM Law as attached: FREE FROM THE CLUTCHES OF THE DEMON AT LAST.pdf, kindly oblige 
with an interim report so that I am well fortified in front of the Judge when it comes to it.
